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MEXICAN CITY IS VISITED BY HOLOCAUST .
IN WHICH NEARLY 300 PEOPLE LOSE LI VES

Fire Breaks Out and Audience of Over
1000 Become Panic Stricken and
in the Rush Many are Trampled to
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Death Under Foot.

(Associated Press.)

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 16.—Between 250 and 300 people were
burned to death and many injured in a fire which destroyed the
Flores theater In the city of Acapulco last night. The news of the
disaster reached here thig afternoon, having been delayed on ac-
count of the telegraphleal communication with Acapulco having
been destroyed last night and today owing to the fact that the tel-
egraph office adjoining the theater was burned and all wires put
out of commission.

The Flores theater was a wooden structure and over 1000
people had crowded the house to witness a special performance
glven In honor of Governor Damian Flores of the state of Guer-
rero, who was visiting host at the time. The fire started from
the moving picture machine, The building only had three narrow
exits and the panic stricken audience rushed to them, many per-
sons falling to .be crushed to death, their bodies choking the way
of escape for others,

Owing to the rapidity with which the fire spread and its intense
heat it was fmpossible to attempt reseéue work, and thoge Imprie-
oned were literally roasted allve as the fire burned with little
smoke and only a few suffocated. Many of the dead are from the
first familles of the state, the affair at the theater being a soclal
event of considerable Importance. In some instances whole fam-
ilies were wiped out.

The car Is equipped with padded
walls and barred windows, making
escape for any of the patients en

route Imposgible, Its crew, besides
the immigration official In charge,
consists of two matrons and glx male
attendants.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15—Legisla-
tion, which, it Is belleved if enacted
into law, will make an Important
epoch in the future well-being of the

dependent children of the natiom, Is
recommended In a special messagg by
President Roosevell sent Lo congress
today In which he makes a strgng
plea in the interest of children com-
ing within this class.

Of partlcular importance Is the
president’s recommendation for the
establishment of a federal children’s
bureau; the enactment of such legis-
lation as will bring the laws and
practices In regard to the care of de-
pendent children in all federal terri-
tory Into harmony and certain legls-
lation In behalf of dependent child-
ren in the District of Columbia. The
president belleves that such leglsla-
tion ig important not only for the
welfare of the children Immediately
concerned, but Important “'as setting
an example of a high standard of
child protection by the national gov-
ernment to the several stated of the
union, which should be able to look
to the nation for leadership in such
matters.'”

The president also transmits with
his message to congress a copy of the
conclusions, together with the full
text of the progeedings of the recent
conferences here on the care of de-
pendent children, in accordance with
the request of that organization. De-
claring that their ¢conclusions “‘consti-

tute a wige, constructive, and pro-
gressive program of child-caring
work,"” the president says that if

“glven full effect by the proper agen-
cles, existing methods and practices
in almost every community wonld be
profoundly and advantageously mod-
ified."

Btatistics showing the large num-

]

ber of dependent children in the
country are presented by Mr. Roose-
velt. “Each of these children repre-
gents elther potential addition to the
productive capacity and the enlight-
ened citizenship of the nation,” says
the president, “or, If allowed to suf-
fer from neglect, a potential addition
to the destructive forces of the com-
munity. The ranks of eriminals and
other enemies of society are recrulted
In an altogether undue proportion
from c¢hildren bereft of thelr natural
left without sufficlent
care, The intervests of the nation are
involved In the welfare of this army
of children no less than in our great
material affalrs.”

In urging a children’s bureau, one
of whose duties will be to investigate
4 report upon all matters pertalning
to the welfare of children and child
life, the president polnts out that
“the national government is the only
agency which can effectively conduct
such general Inquiries as are needed
for the benefit of all our citlzens.”

“It is not only discreditable to us
as a people that there Is now no ree-
ognized and authoritative source of
information upon these subjects re-
lating to child life,”” declares the
president, ““but in the absenee of such
information as should be supplied by
the federal government many abuses
have gone unchecked: for public sen-
timent, with ils great corrective
power, can only be aroused by full
knowledge of the facts.” He adds

The price pald for the wool,
delivery after shearing, s in the
neighborhood of 15 cents per pound.

As the annual production of the
state amounts to several mlillion
pounds, the magnitude of Mr. Stan-
ton’s purchase can be imagined. To
move the wool to shipping points
will require & large number of men
and teams, before it is finally shipped
by rail to Boston, where it will be
stored and later sold in the markels
of the world.
